A streak of economy 
has been 
struck by several of the San Francis­ 
co journals. They are pri nted on com­ 
mon rice or wooden paper of the 
cheapest ane poorest quality. 


T he exposition buildings at Phila­ 
delphia will be four in number when 
completed. They will cover a space 
of forty-eight and a half acres and cost 
three and a half million dollars. 


G o v e r n o r D o w n e y returned from 
San Francisco yesterday where he has 
been for the past ten days. He gives 
a favorable account of the financial 
affairs of the city and thinks that 
money will be reasonably plenty and 
business once more active in a few 
weeks. 


T he city of Sacramento i9 slightly 
in debt. She owes in round numbers 
three million dollars.

This is a poor 
im w b to urge for the elevation of a 
m anto a position of as much import­ 
ance as the office of State Superinten­ 
dent of Public Instruction.

of Prof. Cabr is set forth in the fol­ 
lowing paragraph taken from the Col- 
Sun: 
“ Professor Carr is a p articularly fussy oH 
tadlvldual. who m u d Im press his fussy no­ 
tions o n ail he has to do w ith 
a s a professor 
In the U niversity he was a failure, and th e 
ents found It necessary to discharge him 
since th a t tim e he has be^n doing in " 
lug. H e affects agriculture, but bo know s 
s 


about as m uch of It as a hog knows of th e 
goapcl. H p m ight m ake a very good S uper­ 
intendent. but we know Fitxgerald w ould, 
and Carr would be a dangerous experim ent, 
fat view then of the claim s m ade anead th a t 
C arr’s election would b ecia lm -d a s a Re- 
pa bl lean victory, It behooves those who do 
not wish to see th a t party successful In th e 
Presidential lection, to tu rn o n t and vote 
for Fitzgerald." 


Our Vast Resources. 


Perhaps few of the most observant 
of Califo/nia’s residents have ever 
oarefully examined and classified her 
many and varied resources. The per­ 
son who does this will be slow to be­ 
lieve that the people of the Pacific 
ooast will ever suffer by a real 
monetary panic. We ought fo export 
everything and import next to noth­ 
ing. Within 
the area 
extending 
from San Diego and Siskiyou, almost 
everything known to or classed among 
the vegetable kingdom will grow and 
attain 
.maturity. 
Between 
the 
ocean’s beach and the summit of the 
Sierras almost every metal known to 
the mineral kingdom is found in vast 
quantities. W hat should be the fu­ 
ture of a country so forwards? A coun­ 
try with such vast resources ought to 
be the Paradise of earth and its people 
ought to enjoy the highest degree of 
happiness vouchsafed to mortals. W ith 
aclimate ranging from the tropical 
to the temperate, 
and with pro­ 
ducts indiginous to both zones, what 
need we import in the way of vegeta­ 
bles? W ith mountains of gold and 
silver, broad lodes of copper, wide 
veins of lead, hills of iron and fields of 
coal; with broad valleys of soil the pro- 
edt 
ductions of which are unequalledany- 
where in the world; with a grazing 
region capable of supporting millions 
of head of stock; with a climate adapt­ 
ed to the growth ofsheep, fine wooled 
goats and silk worms, why should we 


send abroad the yield of our mines 
for wearing material? Perhaps no 
country in the world has within Itself 
more of the necessaries and luxuries 
of life than California. If there was 
an insurmountable barrier thrown 
around our State we should not want 
for meat, drink and wearing apparel. 
If compelled to do so we could draw 
on our own resources not only for the 
staples but the luxuries of life. Some 
day we shall learn to wear our own flan­ 
nels and silks, eat our own fruit and 
other vegetables and drink tbe wine 
pressed from the grapes of our own 
vineyards and when we have done 
this we shall not send the gold and sil­ 
ver of our mines abroad at the rate of 
from thirty to forty million per year, 
and we shall become rich, respectable, 
and independent. 


Rather Tame. 


After the loud talk that had been 
heard at different street corners for 
some days past the people naturally 
supposed that there would be some em­ 
phatic talk in the Council chamber on 
Thursday evening, and at an early 
hour that spacious room, which by tbe 
way, is about the size of a Western 
farmer’s pig pen, was crowded with 
spectators who expected to hear Coun­ 
cilman after Councilman rise in his 
seat and indignantly deny that he had 
been offered a bribe to vote for tbe 
San Pedro street depot ordinance. Ex­ 
pectation was on tiptoe t nd expecta­ 
tion was disappointed. The Mayor’s 
veto was read, the ordinance was pass­ 
ed over the veto by the regular eight 
votes and a certain proportion of the 
crowd cheered with a unanimity sug­ 
gestive of the regularly employed 
claqueur. After this part of the pro­ 
gramme bad been carried out to the 
letter a committee was appointed to 
investigate and determine if there was 
any truth in the report that attempts 
had been made to bribe certain mem­ 
bers of that honorable body. Then 
came the serenade and the virtuous 
and incorruptible 
went home and 
slept the sleep of the innocent and the 
pure. 


Over Trading. 


The Bureau of Statistics at Wash­ 
ington has published a 
statement 
showing the product of the mines of 
the United States during the twenty- 
five years from 1848 to 1873. The av­ 
erage annual product of gold is set 
down at $50,800,000, and that of 9ilver 
in fifteen years ending 1873 \yas $13,­ 
300,000. The highest yield of silver was 
in 1873 when the sum of $35,760,000 was 
mined. Of course these figure», like ma­ 
ny others gotten out by the statistical 
department, are pretty old and do not 
touch the uew era in silver mining, 
opened by the discoverers in the Com­ 
stock Lode; yet they are valuable nev­ 
ertheless. They show that within 
the last quarter of a centuiy the 
mines of the country have produced 
the enormous sum of $1,500,000,000, 
which ought to make the United 
States more bountifully supplied with 
a specie currency than any country 
in the world, yet there is not $200,000,­ 
000 of this left in the Republic, and the 
consumption of the precious metals in 
the arts could not have exceeded $300,­ 
000,000. One thousand millions of 
dollars have gone abroad to pay for 
the surplus importations of the coun­ 
try beyond the value of the exports 
of domestic produce. Nor is this 
the extent of our overtrading. No 
less than $1,500,000,000 of Ameri­ 
can securities are held in Europe. 
These have been placed in the market 
of Europe and helped to settle the bal­ 
ance of trade. These frightful figures 
fully impress upon our minds the ex­ 
travagance engendered by the war, 
and the desperate extremity to which 
the irredeemable paper currency has 
led the people. One of the greatest 
curses of an Irredeemable and fluctua­ 
ting currency is that a nation inflict­ 
ed with it does not comprehend the 
injury being suffered until its entire 
strength is exhausted; it infuses a 
delirium that is mistaken for. the in­ 
spiration of wisdom. While leaving 
the bark of the tree intact it eats 
away the heart and the branches are 
without any support, to be laid low by 
tbe first gale. 
Where gold and silver are the meas­ 
ure of values the excesses of a people 
are speedily corrected. When extrav­ 
agance has induced importations be­ 
yond the ability to pay the outflow of 
speiee soon creates alarm and that 
alarm causes the tide to change. Sense­ 
less and injurious as panics are there 
is both philosophy aud good in them. 
They induce caution and check an 
outflow of currency that would ulti­ 
mately impoverish the community. 
They warn the speculator and shackle 
the spendthrift ’ere it is too late.

Last evening, about 8 o’clock, a dif­ 
ficulty occurred between Bill Butler, 
proprietor of a saloon on Fourth and 
Townsend streets, and George Flor­ 
ence, a hackman, during which But­ 
ler fired four or five shots at his antag­ 
onist, wounding him once in the arm. 
Butler declares that Florence's hack 
had been standing in front of bis 
place for an hour or two unhitched, 
and he went out for the purpose of 
tying the horses to a hitching post, 
when Florence told him to let them 
alone, accompanying the request with 
.expletives, and he retorted in kind, 
and entered his saloon, where ho was 
followed by Florence, who threw a 
beer glass at him, and afterwards re­ 
entered with a huge cobble stone, 
which he dashed at him. Receiving 
such provocation, he said he went be­ 
hind his bar and got bis revolver and 
fired. He is charged with assault to 
murder. 
Hon. J. B. Felton appeared as the 
attorney for James Lick with a new 
trust deed of the Lick estate, ready 
for the signatures of the parties inter­ 
ested in the proposed changes. Among 
the changes made is one granting an 
observatory to tbe Regents of the State 
University. Also an increase of allow­ 
ance for the Art School. A provision 
for the erection of a bronze statue 
above the Lew City Hail, instead of 
at the State Capitol, and an allowance 
of $150,000 for the son of Mr. Lick. In 
addition to the provisions in this trust 
grautingall excess after dispositions 
provided for, to the California Pioneers 
The attorney for Mr. Lick presented a 
deed in fee simple absolute for the 
property on the corner of Fourth and 
Market streets, which was accepted 
by the Board of Directors of the Pion­ 
eer Association. The gift being made 
without any condition whatever ma­ 
terially advances the interests of the 
society, and prevents litigation. The 
society will go into possession of the 
property at once. It is estimated to 
be worth $20(J,000. 
A man named John Cooney was 
shot and probably fatally wounded by 
Deputy SherifTStiusou, of Stanislaus 
county, this forenoon. Cooney had 
just served out a term at San Quinten, 
and liad been arrested on a fresh 
charge. Stinson took him into a res­ 
taurant, on Kearney street, near Com­ 
mercial, this morning, for breakfast. 
On coming out Stinson was about to 
hand-cuff his prisoner when the latter 
struck him and ran. Stinson pursued 
calling him to stop and fired two shots, 
the latter taking effect in his back, 
penetrating the lungs. Cooney was 
taken to the city prison, where lie lies 
in a very critical condition. The mat­ 
ter creates some comment, owing to 
the recent occurence of a similar na­ 
ture. 
In the Police Court this morning, an 
Italian girl named Mary Dovetto, and 
her father Pasquale, were examined 
on a charge of murdering Greisseppi 
Galli, on Wednesday evening. The 
testimouy of officer Pomeroy, as to 
the circumstances of the finding of the 
body, and of officer Glover as to the 
girl’s confession in the city prison, 
was taken, and the girl herself repeat­ 
ed the confession of the day before. 
She expressed but little regret for what 
she had done, saying she did not mean 
to kill him, but she did intend to cut 
him when she found he was going to 
run away. 
She persisted in saying 
she had taken the knife heráeif, and 
that no one gave it to her. Her fa­ 
ther, Pasquale Doretto, testified that 
when he heard <Tf Gallis having se­ 
duced his daughter, he went to him 
and asked him to marry toe girl. Ho 
told him if he had no money they 
might come and live with him until 
such time as Galli made money for 
himself. When he found that Galli 
was going away, he advised the girl 
to stab him if he would not marry 
her. At the close of the examination 
both father and daughter were held to 
answer before tbe Grand Jury. 
Early this forenoon, Wm. Brink, 
the watchman in churge of Long 
Bridge discovered th'e body of a wo- 
raau in Mission creek, and hud it con­ 
veyed to the morgue, where it was 
shortly after identified as Mrs. Mar­ 
garet Conlon, wife of an Irishman 
named Mike Conion. The deceased, 
who was about forty-five years old and 
the mother of children, was seen last 
evening very much under the influ­ 
ence of liquor, b> Mrs. Dolan at the 
corner of Gilbert and Brannan streets, 
and the belief Í9 that she accidentally 
fell into the creek and was drowned.

Santa Barbara Items. 


The following is Mayor Beaudry’s 
veto of the ordinance locating the L. 
A. A I. R. R. depot, on San Pedro 
street: 
To the Hon. Members of the Common 
Council of Los Angeles City: 
Gentlemen:— An ordinance passed 
by your Hon. body, on the 6th inst., 
granting to the Los Angeles and In ­ 
dependence Railroad Company the 
right of way over and along San 
Pedro street, was presented to me by 
the City Clerk, for approval, on the 
7th inst. 1 have returned the same to 
him, according to law, without my 
approval. My reasons for this action 
have been frequently stated in this 
council, and I can see no motive for 
changing my views as already ex ­ 
pressed on this question. In my judg­ 
ment the greatest good to the greatest 
number would dictate that the loca­ 
tion of this depot be placed nearer the 
busines center of the city than the 
Briswalter Tract. And as I know that 
such location cau be obtained, I w ith­ 
hold iny signature from the ordinance 
granting the right of way on San Pe­ 
dro street to that place. Telegrams 
received from the representative of 
Senator Jones show that that gentle­ 
man recognizes the propriety of plac­ 
ing this depot iu a more favorable lo­ 
cation. As I think he is entitled to 
fair treatm ent in this matter, I am 
somewhat influenced in my action by 
a regard for the best interests of his 
railroad. 
I wish to be undehtood, 
that while I deprecate the necessity of 
retarding in any m anner the settle­ 
ment of this question, yet my judg­ 
ment is that the location selected is so 
radically wrong, that I am forced by 
a due regard for the be9t and most im ­ 
portant Interests of the city to nega­ 
tive your action in this matter.

The lire originated in the 
closet ot a room occupied by Mr. Hor- 
rem, who was awakened by a sound 
which he thought was a wagon pass­ 
ing, but his attention was drawn to 
the closet by the smel I of smoke. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. He at 
once gave the alarm, and the lodgers 
were got out of the roome without 
trouble. The house being of wood and 
very dry, it was impossible to stop th ^ 
progress of the fire, since it had a 
strong hold upon the building before 
it was discovered. 
Every effort was 
made by both fire companies and citi­ 
zens iu saving property, aiul through 
their exertions in keeping the roofs of 
the neighboring houses damp, further 
damage was prevented.
